___ AN ORDINANCE TO PROTECT THE PUB- 
_~-LIC HEALTH, TO PREVENT THE SPREAD 
OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, AND PRE- 
SCRIBING RULES AND REGULATIONS 
FOR THE BOARD OF HEALTH OF THE 
CITY OF TACOMA, PRESCRIBING A PEN- ; 
ALTY FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF 
a AND REPEALING ORDINANCES NOS. 40 N. 
TT, 80, 104, 155, 211, 884, 1,074, 1,314 AND 1,319. 


Be it Ordained by the City of Tacoma: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created 
the office of commissioner of health of the City 
of Tacoma. 


+ Sec. 2. That the commissioner of health 
__ -shall be a practicing physician and‘surgeon. 


“Sec. 3. There is hereby established a board 
Hie of health, consisting of the mayor, president 
of the city council, commissioner of health, 

* chief of police and plumbing inspector. 


; See. - The board of health eyed at any 
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Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of every physi- 
cian, every householder, every owner or occu- 
pant of any house, store, hotel, boardinghouse, 
stable, or any building, and any tenant in any 
building, wherein any person has diphtheria, 
smallpox, varioloid, scarlet fever, measles,.whoop- 
ing cough, chicken pox, cerebro spinal menin- 
gitis, typhoid fever, or any other contagious or 
dangerous disease or diseases, to give immediate 
notice to the commissioner of health in person 
or by writing, of the existence of such diseases 
particularly describing the place where the same 
exists. And whenever it shall come to the 
knowledge of the commissioner of health of the 


existence of any of the foregoing contagious dis- ~ 


eases, it shall be his duty forthwith, when safe 
and practicable, if in his judgment the necessity 
of the case requires it, to cause such infected 
person to be removed to the pesthouse, and there 
properly provided for and taken care of. When, 
however, it is unsafe and impracticable to re- 
move such person to the pesthouse, it shall be 
his duty, forthwith, at the expense of the house 
or place where such infected person or persons 
shall be, to give notice of the existence of such 
disease in such place by placing a green flag 
and a green card in case of diphtheria, with 


the word “diphtheria” in large letters on said — 
ecard; and a scarlet flag and a scarlet card in case © 


of scarlet fever, with the words “scarlet fever — 
in large letters on said card; and a Pe a fag 
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and a yellow card in case of smallpox or vario- 
loid, with the word “smallpox” in large letters 
on said card; and in all other cases a white flag 
where they may be seen by persons passing on 
the street near said premises. Said flags shall 
be eighteen inches wide and twenty-four inches 
long; and said cards shall not be less than five 
inches wide and fourteen inches long; and both 
said flags and said cards shall remain until such 
person shall have so far recovered that no dan- 
ger of infection shall remain; and neither said 
eards nor flags shall be removed except by 
order of the board of health. There shall also 
be printed on all of said cards the following 
words: _ “This card shall not be removed except 


by order of the board of health.” 


Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of any person or 
persons owning, running, operating, or having 
charge of any hospital, private or publie, to re- 
port immediately any death that may occur in 
said hospital, the caase of death and any other 
information about such deceased person as the 
board of health may deem requisite and neces- 
sary. Such report shall be made to such com- 
missioner of health, whose duty it shall -be to 
investigate the matter; and upon the request of 


any person, he may call together the board of 


health to inyestigate fully the cause of death, 


_ and in suck case the city clerk shall make a 


record of all proceedings therein. 
_ Suc. 7, The board of health shall have 


we am 
the power to order the quarantine of any house 
and establish any pesthouse or hospital; and 
shall have the power to direct the commissioner 
of health te provide medical attendance, medi- 
eines, and nursing to any person sick with any 
contagions disease in any private residence or 
public house, when, in the opinion of such 
board of health, the public will be thereby bet- 
ter protected than by removing such sick person 
to the hospital. 


Sec. 8. The commissioner of health shall, 
whenever in his opinion it becomes necessary to 
prevent the spread of smallpox, order any per- 
son or persons to be vaccinated; and any person — 
or persons refusing or neglecting for three days — 
to comply with such order, having itin their 
power to comply, shall be deemed guilty of a_ 
misdemeanor. Persons unable to pay the ex- 
pense shall be vaccinated under the supervision — 
of the commissioner of health, at the expense of 
the city. And for the purpose of carrying into — 
effect the provisions of this ordinance the com- 
missioner of health shall be authorized to enter — 
any house or building of any kind within the 

_ city limits, and search the same. ’ 
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Src. 9. The commissioner of health shall — 
cause all cases of Asiatic cholera or smallpox — 
brought to his notice to be examined, and shall — 
report the results of such examination to the 
board of health; and shall see that all persons — 
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_ Violating this ordinance for the preservation of 


public health are duly prosecuted. 


Sec, 10. No person shall keep, or maintain, 
within the City of Tacoma, any public laundry 
_ or wash house where clothes or otber articles 


are washed for hire, unless such public laundry 


or wash house is connected with the city sewer, 
or with any other underground sewer or outlet 
to tide water, by a good and sufficient under- 


ground drain. 
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Src. 11. No compound, for food or drink 
Shall be offered for sale or sold under any fic- 
_ticious name, label or brand. 


Sec. 12. It shall be the duty of said com- 
missioner of health to inspect, when called upon 
to do so by any person, or when in his or the 
opinion of the board of health, or any of its 
members, it seems necessary, all provisions, 
meat, fish, fruit, vegetables, bread, flour, pork, 
whisky, beer, wine, milk, and water, and all 
liquors, and any and all things offered for sale 
in the city to be used as food or drink. 


Src. 13. Said commissioner of health shall 
_ have the right to enter, for the purpose of mak- 


ing such examination and inspection, any place 


or buildirg where any of the articles enumerated 


in section 12 of this ordinance are kept for sale; 
and no person shall be permitted to sell or dis- 


~ 
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unfit to be used for food; and all such articles or 
things shall be seized and destroyed by said 
officer. 


Sec. 14. That it shall be the duty of each 
and every, practicing physicin in the city to re- 


port in writing to the commissloner of health 


the death of any of his or her patients who may 
have died in said city of contagious or infectious 
diseases, within twenty-four hoars thereafter, 
and to: tite in such report the specific name and 
type of such disease, 


Src. 15. Every physician, midwife, and other 
person who may professionally assist or advise 
at any birth, shall, within one week, make a re- 


port of guch birth to the commissioner of health, — 


and therein enter the time and place, ward and 
street, of such birth, and the sex and color of 
the child born, and the name and residence of 
each of the parents, so far as the foregoing facts 
ean be ascertained. -And every physician or pro- 
fessional adviser who has attended any person at 
a last illness, or has been present by request at 
the death of any person, shall, within thirty-six 
hours make a report to the commissioner of 
health of such death, stating the cause thereof 
and specifying the date, hour and place of such 


death. Proper blanks for the above shall be— 


furnished by the commissioner of health. And 
at the end of each month, when the commis- 


sioner of health makes his report to the city 
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council, he shall transmit therewith all roports 
of births and deaths to the city clerk, who shall 
keep a record of the same. 


Src. 16 That no person shall, within the 
city, without a permit from the commissioner of 
health, carry or remove from one building to an- 
other, or from any vessel to the shore, any per 
son sick of any contagious disease; nor shall any 
person by any exposure of any mndividual sick of 
any contagious disease, or of the body of such 
person, or by any negligent act connected there- 


with, or in respect of the care or custody there- 


of, or by a needless exposure of himself, cause or 
contribute to or promote the spread of disease 
from any such person or from any dead body. 


Sec. 17. No persons, master, captain, or con- 
ductor in charge of any boat, vessel, railroad car, 
or public conveyance, shall knowingly bring into 


_ this city any person or persons diseased of cholera, 


smallpox, ship fever, or contagious or communi- 
cable disease whatsoever. No vessel), boat, rail- 
roud car, or public conveyance, at any time 
covered by proclamation of quarantine, shall pass 
by any quarantine station or place without stop- 
ping, nor shall leave the same without special 
permit from the commissioner of health; and no 
person stopping in said quarantine, or received 


therein, shall leave the same without first ob- 


taining ‘permission from the commissioner of 


health or attending physicians; nor shall any 
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person aid or abet any master, conductor, or 
person in charge of any boat, vessel, railroad car 
or public conveyance, in violating, neglecting or 
evading any provision or requirement of this 
ordinance; nor shall any person interfere with, 


resist, neglect, or refuse to obey the orders of any 


physician, health officer, police officer, or other 
person in authority at any quarantine station or 
place of quarantine; nor commit any breach of 
peace, nor do any act calculated in any way to 
deteat or interfere with the provisions or re- 
quirements of this section, or of any regulations 
of the said commissioner, physician, or officer in 
charge of any quarantine. 


Src. 18. That no.person from any house 
where any person is sick or afflicted with any of 
the diseases named or provided for in section 5 
of this ordinance, shall attend any school in this 
city until the recovery or death of said sick per- 


son; and said person: must be provided with a 


certificate from the attending physician or the 
commissioner of ‘health, certifying to their non- 
contagionsness, which statement must be pre- 
-sented to the principal or teacher of said school 
before said person will be allowed to return. 


Sec. 19, It shall be the duty of all physicians, 
upon discovery of any contagions or infections 
_ disease, to instruct the parents or guardians of 
any child or minor who may be residing at the 


infected premises, of the provisions of the above — 


et ress 
section, and at once report such cases to the com- 
missioner of health. And it.shall be the duty of 
any principal or teacher of any school in this 


city, to report at once in writing any violation of 
the above section, 


Src. 20. That the commissioner, - manager, 
principal or other proper head officer of each 
and every public or private institution in the 
city, keepers, lessees, tenants, and- owners of 
hotels, boarding houses, lodging houses, shall, 
within six hours after the facts shall come to his 
or her or their knowledge, notify the commnis- 
sioner of health in writing of the fact of any 
person lately from any steamboat, or vessel, be- 
ing taken sick at any such house; and shall in 
such notice state where such sick person may be 
found, from what vessel and when he came, to 
the best of the knowledge of the pack or per- 
sons giving such notice. 


Src. a1. That no principal or teacher of any 
school shall admit any child or minor who shall 
not have been vaccinated within seven yeurs 

next preceding the admission or application for 
admission; nor shall any principal or teacher re- 

tain in or permit to attend any school any such 
child or minor who shall not have been so vac- 
cinated, 


_ See. 22. The evidence of such vaccination 
shall be a certificate signed by the commissioner 


Bas, a 


of health or any physician duly licensed by the 
state board of examiners. 


Src. 23. The commissioner of health is here- 
by empowered to visit any and all public and 
private schoolsin the city, and to make or cause 
to be made, a nexamination of the children and 
minors in attendance therein, as often as he may 
deem’ necessary to secure compliance with the 
provisions hereof. 


Src. 24. Any principal or teacher of any 
school who shall violate any of the provisions of 
section 21 of this ordinance, or shall in any way 
prevent, or attempt to prevent, the commissioner 
of health from exercising the power conferred 
upon him by section 23 of this ordsnance, shall, 
upon conviction, be liable to the penalty here- 
inafter prescribed. 


Sec. 25. That upon the death or convales- 
ence of any person or persons affected or sick 
with any disease named or provided for in sec- 
tion 5 of this ordinance, the commissioner of 
health shall at once cause the room or rooms 
used by, and those in the immediate vicinity of, 
said person or persons, together with the con- 
tents of said room or rooms, to be thoroughly 
disinfected, cleaned, fumigated, or whatever in 
his discretion may be deemed necessary in ord +r 
to prevent a further spread of the dis2ase, even; 
in extreme cases to destroying said contents of 


nana ge 
suid room. All this to be done at the expense 


of the owner; when he or she is able, and when 
he or she is not; then at the expense of the city. 


Sec. 26. That no person or persons who 
have been affected or sick with any of the 
diseases named and provided for in section 5 of 
this ordinance, or who have been quarantined or 
isolated in any place within the jurisdiction of 
the city, shall be allowed to leave such place 


without the permission of the commissioner of 
health. 


Src. 27. Upon the death of any person af- 
fected or sick with any disease named or pro- 
vided for in sectson 5 of this ,ordinance, the 
following regulations must be observed: The 
remains of said persou must be thoroughly dis- 
infected and exposed to the view of no one ex- 
cept those absolutely necessary in preparing the 
body for bnrial, and be placed in a hearse (but 
no other vehicle), which must not be accom- 
panied by more than two vehicles, and shall be 
taken directly from the place ,of death to the 
place of burial within twenty-four hours. 


Sec. 28. The burial of any person who may 
die of any of the diseases named or provided for 


in section 5 of this ordinance must take place 
within twenty-four hours after such death, and 


. _ when practicable should take place in the night. 


gee Src. 29. That whenever any person shall die 
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within the City of Tacoma -it shall be the duty 
of the physician attending such person during 
his or her last sickness, or of the coroner when 
the case comes under his official notice, to fur- 
nish and deliver to the undertaker, or other 
person superintending the burial of said deceased 
person, 2 certificate in writing duly signed, set- 
ting forth, as far as the same may be ascertained, 
the name, age, color, sex, nativity (giving state 
or country) occupation, whether married or sin- 
gle, cause, date and place of death (giving street 
and number), and duration of sickness of said 
deceased. And it shall be the duty of the un- 
dertaker or other person in charge of the burial — 
of said deceased person, to forward said certifi- 
cate, with a report of the place of burial, to the 
commissioner of health, within twenty-four hours 
after such death. Provided; that in ‘ease of 
death from any infectious or contagious disease, 
said certificate shall be so made and forwarded 
within twelve hours thereafter. 

Sxc. 30. That no interment or disinterment 
of the dead body of any human being, or dispo- 
sition thereof in any tomb, vault, or cemetery, 
shall be made without a permit therefor granted 
by the commissioner of health of the City of 
Tacoma. And no sexton, undertaker, or other 
person shall bury, or cause te be buried, the 
body of any deceased person, except in such — 
grounds as are now known and used as burial 
grounds, or such as shall hereafter be bylaw 
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designated and authorized to be used as such. 


Sec. 31. That no dead body or part of the 
dead body of any human being shall be in any 
manner carried or conveyed from, in, to, or 
through the City of Tacoma by any person, or 
by means of any boat, vessel, car, stage, or other 
vehicle, or by any public or private conveyance, 
without a permit therefor first granted by the 
commissioner of health of said city; provided 
that the same effect may be given by the said 
commissioner of health to a burial or transit per- 
mit issued by the proper authority of any other 
place or jurisdiction, when the death of the per- 
son named in the permit shall have occurred 
within such bee or jurisdiction. 


Sec. 32. That whenever a permit for burial 
is applied for in case of death without the at- 
tendance of a physician; or if it be impossible to 
obtain a physician’s certificate, it shall be the 
duty of the commissioner ot health to investigate 


the cause and circumstances of such death, to 


make and sign the certificate required by section 
29 of this ordinance; and if not satisfied as to the 
cause and circumstances of such death, he shall 
refer the case to the coroner. It shall be the 
duty of the coroner, within three days after the 
taking of any inquest, to file a written statement 


— with the said commissioner of health, properly 
_ signed and attested, stating so far as he is able, 
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was held, and the cause and date and place of 
the death of such person. 


Src. 33, It is hereby declared unlawful for 
any person to take the remains of any one dead 
of any of the diseases named in section 5 of this 


ordinance, into any church or public building. 


for the purpose of holding funeral services over 
the remains of such person. 


Src. 34. That no person shall suffer or per- 
mit any cellar vault, private drain, cesspool, 
privy, or sewer upon any premises belonging to 
or occupied by him or her, within the limits of 
the City of Tacoma, to become nauseous, offen- 
sive, or injurious to the public health. 


_ Sec. 35. No distiller, tanner, brewer, soap 
boiler, tallow chandler, meat packer, dyer, livery 
stable keeper, housekeeper, or other person, shall 
discahrge out of, or permit to flow from his or 
their premises, any foul or nauseous liquors, 
slop:, or substances whatever into any private 


ground, street, lane, or public ground within said — 


city. 


Sec. 35. No person shall deposit or leave, or 
cause to be left, or placed, or deposited in any 
part of said city, any dead animal or any ani- 


mal or vegetable excrementative, or other sub- — 


stance, which is offensive, or which by process 
of decomposition may become offensive. 


Sec. 37. If any person within the limits of : 
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the City of Tacoma shall permit or suffer on his, 
her, or their premises, or on premises on which 
he, she, or they may be the occupant or 
occupants, any nuisance, either by exercis- 
ing any unwholesome or offiensive trade, call- 
ing, or business, or by having or su/ering or 
permitting any building, outhouses, sewer, sink, 
or any putrid or unsound beef, pork, fish, hides, 
skins, or any carcass wr any unwholesome sub- 
stance, or anything whatever, to be or remain on 
premises of which he, she, or they shall be the 
owner Or owners, occupant or oecupants, until by 
offensive and ill stenches, or otherwise, they, or 
any of them, shall become offensive, hurtful, or 
dangerous to the neighborhood, it shall be the 
duty of the commissioner of health to give notice 
to such person or persons to remove such nui- 
sances forthwith; and if the owner or owners, oc- 
cupant or occupants, of premises on which such 
nuisance shall be situated, shall neglect or refuse 
_ to remove the same, for the space of twenty-four 
hours after such notice shall have been given, 
he, she, or they, upon conviction thereof before 
any justice of the peace having jurisdiction of 
municipal offenses, shal] be liable to the penalty 
hereinatter prescribed, together with the expense 
of removing such nuisance and the cost of prose- 
cutien. | : 
“Src. 38. 1f any person or persons slrall, after 
notice as aforesaid, permit any such nuisance to 
- remain, it shall be lawful for the commissioner 
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of health to remove and abate such nuisance, 

either by removing the putrefaction or by drain- 

ing the premises, or by filling them up forthwith 

under the direction of the said commissioner of 

health; and the person or persons permitting the 

same to remain as aforesaid, shall, on conviction 

thereof, be liable to the penalty hereinafter pre-— 
scribed. 


Sec. 39. It shall be the duty of the chief of 
police to cause to be executed all orders of the 
commissioner of health, so far as they relate to 
the preservation of the health of the city, or 
whenever requested to doso by the commissioner 
of health. 


Src. 40, It shall be the duty of every police- 
man of the City of Tacoma to report promptly at 
the office of the commissioner of health any vio- 
lation of the rules of the board of health of the 
City of Tacoma that may become Known to him 
while on duty; and he is authorized to cause its 
abatement. 


Sec. 41. It shall constitute and is hereby de- 
clared a nuisance for any person to erect or main- 
tain a privy as near as thirty feet to any street, 
dwelling, shop or well, unless the same be fur- 
nished with a substantial vault six feet deep, and 
made water tight, so that the contents cannot 
escape therefrom and sufficiently enclosed. All 
privies not so constructed are hereby declared 
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nuisances, and may be summarily abated by the 
board of health. 


Src. 42. In all cases where a nuisance shall 
be found in any building or upon any ground or 
other premises within the jurisdiction of the city, 
_ twenty-four hours’ notice may be given in writ- 
ing, signed by the commissioner of health, to the 
owner or occupant of such building or other 
premises, where he is known and can be found, 
to 1emove such nuisance; and in case of neglect 
or refusal to abate the same in accordance with 
such notice, he shall be chargeable with the ex- 
penses which may be incurred in the removal 
thereof, to be collected by suit or otherwise, in 
addition to the fine or penalty hereinafter men- 
tioned. 


Src. 43. That no pile or deposit of manure, 
offal, or garbage, nor accumu'ation of any offen- 
sive or nauseous substance, shall be made within 
‘the limits of the city; nor shall any person or 
corporation unload, discharge, or put upon or 
along the line of any railroad, street, alley, or 
highway, or public place, within said city, any 
~ manure, offal, garbage, or other offensive or 
nauseous substance; nor shall cars or flats loaded 
with or having upon them any such substance or 
substances be allowed to remain or stand on or 
along any railroad, street, or highway within the 


limits of said city, within three hundred yards 


2 of any inhabited dwelling. All manure vaults 
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attached to stables, or all deposits of manure’ 


therewith connected, shall be so cared for by 
owners of such stables as in no case to become a 
nuisance. 


Src. 44. That no manure, garbage, offal, or 
any vegetable or animal matter or nauseous sub- 
stance detrimental to health shall be dumped or 
deposited at any place within the limits of the 
City of Tacoma, except by special permit from 
the board of health. 


Sec. 45. Every tenement or lodging house 
shall have the proper and suitable conveniences 
or receptacles for receiving garbage and other 
refuse matter, No tenement or lodging house, 
nor any portion thereof, shall be used as a place 
of storage of any article dangerous or detrimen- 

‘tal to heaith. 


Sec. 46. In all cases where no provision is 
herein made defining what are nuisances, and 


how the same may be removed, abated, or pre- 
vented, in addition to what may be declared such 
herein, those offenses which are known to the 
common law of the land and the statutes of the 
State of Washington as nuisances may, in case 


the same exist within the city limits or within 


one mile thereof, be treated as such and proceded 
against as in this ordinance provided, or in ac-_ 
cordance with any other Jaw which shall give | 
the officer trying the same jurisdiction, 


, 


Src. 47. It is hereby made the duty of the’ 
owners of property to keep all privy vaults on 
property owned by them clean, and to clean them 
promptly whenever notified to do so by the 
commissioner of health; and any expense in- 
curred in cleaning vaults shall be paid by the 
owner of the property, or his agent; and all dis- 
pute between owners and tenants shall be ad- 
justed between themselves,*the city looking to 
the owner for any expenses incurred by reason of 
such cleaning. 


Sec. 48. That every person being the owner, - 
lessee, or occupant of any room, stall, or place 
where any meat, fish, or vegetables, designed or 
held for human food, shall be stored or kept, or 
held, or offered for sale, shall put and keep such 
place and its appurtenances in a cleanly:and 
wholesome condition; and every person having 
charge of, or interested or engaged (whether as 

; principal or agent) in, the care of or sale of any 
: meat, fish, birds, fowls, or vegetables, or other 
. article of food whatever, whether in its natural 
state or manufactured, sha)l put and preserve the 
same in a cleanly and wholesome condition, and 
shall not allow the same, or any part thereof, to 
be poisoned, infected, or become unsafe or un- 
_ wholesome. 


Sec. 49. That it shall be the duty of every 
___ person knowing of any fish, meat, or fowl, bird 
or vegetable, or other substance being bought — 
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sold, or offered for sale, as food for human be- 
ings, or being in market, public or private, in 
said city, not being sound, healthy, or whole- 
some for food, to report forthwith such fact, and 
the particulars thereof, to the board of health, 
or to one of its officers. 


Src. 50. That no animal shall be killed for 
human food in an overheated, feverish, or dis- 
eased condition. All diseased cattle or hogs in 
the City of Tacoma shall at once be reported 
to the commissioner of health by the owner or 
eustodian thereof. 


Src. 51. Whenever the attention of the com- 
missioner is called to the water from any well or 
cistern or spring or other source of supply in the 
city of Tacoma which, after a careful examina- 
tion by said commissioner of health, or by quali- 
fied examiners, is found to be impure, contami- 
nated, and unfit for drink, it shall be the duty of 
the commissioner of health to serve, or cause to 
be served, on the owner of the property, a notice, 
in writing, that such water shall be no longer 
used for drinking purposes. And it is hereby 
made the duty of the board of health to order 
the closure, filling up, or destruction of any well 


or cistern, or other source of supply, whose — 


waters, after a careful examination, are found to 
be impure. And when such steps are taken by 
said board of health, any tenant, owner, agent, 
or any other individual who resists, opposes, 
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attempts in any way to interfere with said 
work of the board of health, or resists any prop- 
erly authorized officer in the discharge of his 
duty, shall be subject to the penalties hereinafter 
_ stated. 


Src. 52. That whenever the commissioner of 
health ascertains that there are on board any 
vessel any infectious or contagious diseases liable 
to be communicated to the inhabitants of the 
City of Tacoma, he shall order a quarantine of 
said vessel, and shall cause the same, and all pas- 
sengers thereon, to be quarantined until it is 
safe for them to land; and he shall take such 
other steps in that regard as will eftéctually pre- 
vent any contagious or infectious disease from 
reaching the City of Tacoma through such 
sources. 


Src. 538. The board of health shall be em- 
powered, whenever in their opinion it shall ap- 
pear proper and conducive to public health, to 
 eause all people arriving at the city, by any ves- 
sel from foreign ports, to be vaccinated, who are 
unable to prove they have been vaccinated 
within the last five years; and for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the provisions of this sec-

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE PLUMB- 
ING, VENTILATION AND DRAINAGE OF 
BUILDINGS, AND PROVIDING FOR THE 
LICENSING AND REGISTRATION OF 


PLUMBERS, AND REPEALING ORDINAN- 


CES NUMBERED RESPECTIVELY 72, 149, 
%15, 293, 398, 1172, 1320, 1324, AND 1326. 


Be it Ordained by the City of Tacoma: 


Section 1. No person shall hereafter move 
a building from one part of the city to another, 
erect or cause to be erected or converted to a 
new purpose by alteration, any building or 
structure, or change the construction of any 
building by addition or otherwise, so that it, or 
any part thereof, shall be inadequate or defec- 
tive in respect to plumbing, ventilation, sewer- 
age, or any other usual, proper, or necessary 
provisions or precautions for the security of life 
or health. Nor shall any owner, lessee, tenant, 
or occupant of any building or structure cause or

about any such building or structure, dangerous 
or prejudicial to life or health 


Sec. 2. That any person, firm, or corpora-
